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MEMORANDUM FOR: Executive Director-Comptroller 
Colonel White: 


In response to a MAG suggestion, you asked about the 
status of the proposal to remove the turnstile barriers from restricted areas 
in the Headquarters building. The removal of the barriers was recommended 
by the Building Security Committee a little more man a year ago. At that time 
there seemed to be a reasonable possibility that electronic equipment might be 
developed within a reasonable time that would offer satisfactory substitute 
protection. Unfortunately these developments have not progressed as rapidly 
as had been forecast. 

Historically, components having turnstile controlled 
restricted areas have felt very strongly about retaining them. The problem 
is compounded by the fact that the National Security Agency waived certain of 
their specifications governing the installation of gray line telephone systems 
in deference to the added security protection afforded by the existing access 
controls to the restricted areas. 


I have asked the Director of Security to produce a plan 
within the next 45 days to accomplish the objectives intended by the recommenda- 
tion that the turnstiles be removed. When that plan is ready you may want to 
consider it as an agenda item for a subsequent Deputies' Meeting.

SUBJECT : The Removal of Barrier Areas in Headquarters 

Building 


MAG Believes that the CODEWORD harriers (the All Source 
Center and the DDP/Fl/D area) in the Headquarters Building are 
no longer the optimum system for the protection of CODEWORD 
material. They are inefficient, costly to operate, a safety 
hazard, and are a hindrance to communication. MAG understands 
that studies -were made hy the Office of Security and by the 
Building Security Committee, in which both recommended the 
elimination of the barriers with a substitution of compartmented 
areas. The proposal is not without some problems, but they can 
be resolved. MAG believes that the recommendations are in the 
best interest of the Agency and suggests that the remaining 
steps be taken to put them into effect as soon as practical. 
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
